Second. At eleven o'clock, we atlend- 
ed regular preaching service. lírother 
Miller, the pastor, took his text from I 
John 4 : 4. Greater is he that is in you, 
than he that ís in the world. The speak- 
er anounced that he wished to assunie the 
attitude of a plain, |.r icaçal teacher, and 
present some ihoughu that would hclp his 
hearers along litVí journey. He spoke 
of the natiire an-l tJiaractcr of him that is 
in the workl. It is the spirit of the an- 
ti-christ, Satan, the personal devil, the 
prince of darkness. He gave a graphic 
picture of this decciver, going thronghthe 
world seeking whom he may destroy or 
lead astray. He then spoke of the one 
that "is in us," the spirit of God, the 
Christ hfe and spirit, and this one the 
text declares to be "stronger than he that 
is in the world." Here, said the speaker, 
is the great com fort and encouragement 
of the text. Christ overcame the world, 
and has given ns powcr to overcome. 

Third. At 6 130 in the evening King's 
Children met. The tòpic for discussion 
was, "The World for Christ." All the 
members of the society took part, and ex- 
pressed their willingness to do something 
to conquer the world for Christ. The 
closing talk by brother J. A. Miller, was 
touching. A deep spirituality pervaded 
the services. We felt that the spirit of 


God was aoiong us, and that there was a 
rededicatton and reconsecratíon of hearts 
and souls to Jesús. A closing prayer, 
pleading for mote thorough consecration, 
seemcd to put new li fe and inspiration in- 
to our hearts. The meeting will long be 
remembered. 

Fourth. The closing service of the 
day was preaching by brother W. A. Wel- 
ty, one of the theological students. Text: 
We love him because he first loved us. 
Love was the theme of the speaker, love to 
God and love to man. He showed how love 
to our neighbor manifests itself, and what 
are the proofs of our love to God. The 
discourse was full of practical thoughts 
and suggestions, presented in a way that 
none could mistake the speaker's intent 
and purpose. 

Tlms closed a day of divine services. 
In thousands of sanctuaries similar ser- 
vices wcre held, and we were made to 
think how much we owe to the Christian 
Sabbath. What an influenec it must ex- 
ert,. even upon those who do noi profess 
the name of Jesús. Take away the insti- 
tution of the Sabbath, and you remove 
from the land its greatest moral force. It 
is a check to worldliness, to evil of any 
kind, The cessation from labor, gather- 
ing together for divine worship, the 
songs, the prayers, the preached word — 
who shall measurc their influence. Let 
us tlefend and uphnld the holy Sahbath. 
I, et us use our influenec against its dese- 
cration, and as nuích as in us ties, 
preserve its sacredness, and God will 
grant us the sweet rest which the holy 
Sabbath brings to those who are of a puré 
heart.

The only one essential, 
vital element in it, is admitted by all — 
that it reqnires a full meal to constitute 
the Lord's Supper. Then why argue ihe 
question ? It is worlhy of note that 
formerly it was he UI and believed by 
the whole Dunkard fraternity, that the 
doctrine of the Lord's Supper as a full 
meal rested entirely on a certain, fixed 
day on which the Jewish Passover was 
to be observed, and that to give up 
this "certain" day was to give up 
the idea of a full meal as the Lord's Sup- 
per. This we no longer believe nor teach. 

Whethcr this controversy shall be con- 
tinued through the Evangeust, we are 
not now able to say. Is it edifying ? Do 
our readers want it ? A card from our 
nunistering brethren and others, stating 
their wishes, will be apprcciated, and will 
helpus todeterminc whetherit is desirable 
to have the discussion continued. 


ARE THEY T00 HIGH IN PRIOE. 

Last week we had retumed lo us a 
package of Our Little Folks, containing 
twenty-five copies for each Sabbath in 
the monlh of June.
